Othér important 
methods of weed control are summer 
ploughing of sed ands followed by 
frequent autumn cultivation to de- 
etroy growing weeds, thorough culti- 
vation during the. growing season of 
boed crops, and after harvest cultiva-

Immigration Will Follow 


End of War Will Witness Fiow of Im- 
migration to Canada 
That imamigration into Canada will 
be tremendous following the war.is 
the unanimous opimion of the news- 
papers of Canada that are atudying 
this phase of our future development, 
and the preparatioms that are being 
made at Ottawa to place ex-soldiors 
on the land is evidence that officially 
the inrush is regarded as inevitable. 
Diecussing this question the Ottawa 
Journal notes that immigration fig- 
ures for the fiscal wear show that the 
war has been a revolutionary factor 
in more ways tham one. Arrivals in 
Canada from foreign lands during 
191415 were fewer than in any simi” 
lar period in ten years; Hach twelve 
months "since 1909 arrivals have been 
‘over a quarter of a million, and in 
1913 they numbered nearly half a 
million. Ivast year he figures dropped 
ot 144,000. The case of this drop in 
the immigration tide is, of course, not 
far to seek. Contimental Europe is an 
armed camp, and the young men of
